Sm: As the Tercentenary Shakspeare Festival 
approaches, there is a rush of Shakspearian litera- 
ture, good, bad, and indifferent, inundating the 
market; for, after all, the publishers seem to con- 
sider, with Milton and Ben Jonson, that the best 
mopument to the poet’s memory is his own work, 
and that the most imperishable marble out of which 
to erect it, is, as the first folio of 1623 has it, “the 
great variety of readers.” So, there is no end of 
editions to suit this great variety of readers, from the 
photo-lithographic fac-simile of that first folio, itself, 
to a swarm of penny-a-number illustrated editions, 
all of which are enjoying a degree of popular favor, 
which, but for this terecentenary impetus, they 
would scarcely have secured. Of these, the best are 
Cassell’s & Routledge’s, and as pennyworths, they 
are entitled to notice. Messrs. Routledge reissue 
Knight’s eight volume royal 8vo. “ Pictorial Shaks- 
amped revised, in 32 monthly parts, at 2s. 6d. each. 

t us hope that the revision will include the resto- 
ration of the proper spelling of the name, instead of 
any further perpetuation of the very d@ibiful novelty 
which Mr. Knight, in the enthusiasm $f the supposed 
discovery of an autograph of the poet, perhaps 
somewhat hastily adopted. However, with the ex- 
ception of the Cambridge edition, and the carefully 
revised reprint of Mr. Dyce’s most useful edition, all 
the others are mere reprints, but still each, in its 
way, a good serviceable edition of the poet, of which, 
perhaps, Mr. and Mrs. Cowden Clarke’s two issues 
are the most popular. A word or two as to the two 
rival reprints of the first folio of 1623—the “letter 
perfect reprint,” as Mr. Booth’s is called, and the 
photo-lithographic fac-simile of Mr. Staunton. I 
have examined several pages of the “letter perfect 
reprint,” and as far as that examination goes, I have 
found it correspond exactly, including blurred or 
turned letters, and all other typographical errors, 
the name of which is legion, in the original folio of 
1623. Strange as it may appear, the photo-litho- 
graphic fac-simile is far less accurate. I have not 
yet compared it myself with the original, but I give 
the following extract from the “ Examiner” of the 
12th instant as conclusive on this point :— 

“The plan is to produce, in the original form, 
as nearly as may be, by help of photography, a 
lithographed fac-simile of the first folio. This is to 
be issued in sixteen half-guinea parts, of which the 
first is now before us. It is a beautiful piece of 
work, and will always be an ornament to any li- 
brary, as well as for most practical purposes, a suffi- 
cient substitute for the original. But a minute 
comparison of the reproduction with the original 
convinces us that absolute reliance is not yet to be 
placed upon photography for transmission of a text 
in which a vanished hair line will turn e into c, and 
an unlucky speck may appear in the shape of a most 
unwarranted full stop. In the very second line of 
the text on page 1, of this photo-lithographed fac- 
simile, an e unmistakably defined in the original 
appears as a c; the seconde in ‘Heere.’ Three 
lines lower, the hair line has vanished out of the x 
in the word exit; and in the same column a speck 
exactly like a full stop precedes a speaker’s name. 
On page 2 the full stop, distinct in the original, has 
wholly disappeared atter the words of Miranda— 

More to know 
Did never meddle with my thoughts. 
And near the same part of the page on the adjacent 
column, the words of the original text, ‘To what tune 
pleased his eare,’ reappear in the photo-lithograph 
as ‘to what tune pleased his care,’ the hair line of 
the misrepresented e having escaped reproduction. 
A few lines lower down an intrusive photographer’s 
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speck appears as a full stop immediately after a 
colon. Here is already enough to show how far 
from infallible the photographie process is. Its pe. 
sults do, in fact, undergo revision; but the tend- 
ency of the process is to beget false security in the 
reviser, and the result before us certainly is, as we 
have convinced ourselves, less satisfactory to the 
student than a reprint in which exactness has been 
throughout the result of a close intellectual sora. 
tiny.” 

From this extract, the truth of which I have veri. 
fied, it results that, unless the copy is certified ag 
having been carefully examined, word for w 
with the original, and corrected ac ding to it, at 
best the photo-lithographic fac-simile is an unsafe 
authority as to the text of the first folio. 

I may mention here what appears useful as 
book of reference, “ The Reference Shakspeare: a 
Memorial Edition of Shakspeare’s Plays, containing 
11,600 References.” It is compiled by Mr. J. B. 
March, of Manchester, and by means of side refer- 
ences, seeks to enable the reader to connect together 
passages from the plays that illustrate any partien- 
lar subject. It bears evidence of much care and 
painstaking. 

There is nothing like leather! “ Bible Truths with 
Shakspearian Parallels,” by Mr. Brown, with an 
Olla Podrida in the way of notes of other parallels 
from Plato and Dr. Watts; from Xenophon and 
“The Times ;” from Eschylus and Aubrey de Vere, 
and from Goethe, Burns, and Archbishop Trench, or 
| indeed from anybody and from everybody that came 
across the compiler’s path. “Songs and Sonnets 
from William Shakspeare, selected and arranged by 
Howard Staunton ;” “Life Portraits of Shakspeare, 
with an Examination of the Authenticity, and a 
History of the various Representations of the Poet, 
By J. H. Friswell,” illustrated with photographs, 
and a pretty book for a drawing-room table, but not 
going deep enough into the subject to be of much 
archeological value; a reprint of the first two edi- 
tions of Hamlet of 1603 and 1604; and a host of 
smaller fry, down to Cassell’s Shakspeare Tercen- 
tenary Pocket Keepsake, which, though only a pen- 
nyworth, contains some interesting particulars re- 
specting the poet and his works, more accurately 
given than in volumes of more pretence. 

Of other than Shakspearian literature I have but 
few books to mention ; but though few, they are im- 
‘portant additions to the general stock. You will 
recollect Mr. John Forster’s sketch of Sir John 
Eliot amongst the “ Lives of the Eminent Statesmen 
of the Commonwealth,” in Lardner’s “ Cyclopedia.” 
I believe this was one of the earliest literary labors 
of Mr. Forster; and, after thirty years, the love of his 
subject having grown with his growth, he has pro- 
duced the finished picture in two thick octavo ¥o- 
lumes, forming together some 1300 pages, yet nots

(which I hasten to say is unfounded in truth) that | 
M. de Lamartine was going to be married. 
could not believe that he was so soon going to for- 
get his devoted wife, whom a French writer so faith- 
fully described as “an angel which Heaven placed 
by a poet’s side to defend his fame.” Southey’s 
Edith surely was gentle, and made his home happy, 
storm-rocked though it was; Lamartine’s Maria 
was even a better poet’s wife. A brief sketch of 
her has just been published here, which tells the 
world something of her domestic life. She copied | 
- with her own hand all of M. de Lamartine’s works, 
except “‘Les Girondins.” All of the “copy” sup- 
plied the printer is in her hand; she kept the great 
poet’s own manuscript as some precious treasure | 
which she knew posterity would value as highly as | 
she did. He wrote the poem “Jocelyn” in a large 
album which he used for an account-book. The 
obverse face of the leaves contained the accounts of 
the laborers in his vineyards, the reverse was | 
covered with poetry. After the poem was completed | 
and negotiations with a publisher carried to success- 
ful issue, M. de Lamartine, pointing to the album 
as he mounted his horse to make one of his usual | 
long excursions, asked his wife to send it to the | 
printer. She opened it, and seeing, at first, 
nothing but the accounts of the laborers in the vine- 
yard, thought there must be some mistake. She 
examined further and found the reverse face of 
every leaf contained “Jocelyn.” She laughed, took 
the album to her secretary, and resolutely set to 
work to copy the poem. M. de Lamartine thought | 
his work in the publisher’s hands, until a week 
afterwards, when, as they were sitting down to break- 
fast, she gave him the album and the unblotted 
manuscript of “Jocelyn.” The poet was so deeply 
touched, he took a pen and wrote the three dedica- 
tory strophes to Maria Anna Eliza, which are to be 
found on the first page of that work. Who has not 
read them? She copied all of M. de Lamartine’s 
correspondence. She leaves a great many letters 
scattered in the hands of her friends, which M. 
Dargaud, it is said, is collecting with a view to 
publication. They are represented as written with 
great talents.

I acquainted you with the appearance of a peri- 
odical devoted to fac-similes of the handwriting of 
eminent people. In looking over one of the recent 
numbers I was struck by a touching letter from 
Casimir Delavigne. A poor literary man wrote him, 
in 1832, to beg for a loan of money. It unfortu- 
nately happened that the day the letter fell into 
Casimir Delavigne’s hands they were empty; so 
he replied, stating the unfortunate circumstance 
which prevented him from relieving an unfortunate 
brother. He signed his name and proceeded to fold 
the letter, when his conscience appealed to him in 
charity’s name not to turn off the beggar empty 
handed. He took his pen again and added this 
touching postscript: “Sir, I cannot resist the pain- 
ful emotion I experience. I send you the only 
object of value I possess. It is a repeater-watch, 
which I beg you will use in any way you may 
please. You will not deprive me of it, for I shall 
not use it again; it would remind me every hour of 
the day that an unhappy man appealed to me in 
vain when I still possessed the means of being use- 
ful to him.” 

We have a new monthly magazine, “ La Nouvelle 
Revue de Paris,” which is said to be well supported 
by a solid purse; nevertheless it is rumored that two 
lawsuits have already grown out of its foundation, 
one of which is a domestic feud. If there is civil 
war before the second number appears, the chances 
would seem to be against the magazine’s longevity.

I had assembled the poets in the sacred 
valley watered by thestreams of Castalia and Permes- 
sus,and I made them drink at Hippocrene’s spring. 
Farewell, Apollo ; farewell the Muses ; farewell the 
splendid valley which I had painted; farewell, De 
Lamartine, with his begging-bag and lyre ; farewell, 
Baudelaire, with his notes in hand ; Pierre Dupont, 
who drank ; Gustave Mathieu, with his guitar and 
sailor's hat; Monselet, who accompanied them and 
kept his sceptic look.

The Hungarian Academy of Sciences which meets 
at Pesth recently sent a committee to Constantinople 
to see what had become of the library of Mathias 
Corvinus, which in its day passed for one of the 
most precious libraries of Europe. It now belongs 
to the Sultan’s private library, which you may re- 
member suffered serious losses from a recent con- 
flagration. To the distress of the Hungarians they 
found only three-and-twenty volumes of MSS. bound 
with the arms of the kingdom of Hungary, and 
which contained nothing but the writings of the 
Fathers of the Church. The second (there are to 
be five) volume of the astronomical writings of 
King Alphonso X. of Castille has been published; 

The Royal Academy 
of Belgium has given us two very valuable histori- 
cal works: “ Les Vrayes Chroniqueurs de Jehan le 
Bel” and the first book of “ Froissard’s Chronicles,” 
published from a new MS. recently discovered in 
the Vatican Library. The former was written by a 
canon of St. Lambert of Liege, and was the source 
from which Froissard drew a great deal of informa- 
tion; it embraces the tract of time lying between 
1326 and 1361. It lay for centuries unpublished ; 
the first part was discovered only in 1847, and this 
covered only the years 1325-40; recently a com- 
plete copy, which once belonged to the abbey of St. 
Pierre au Mont (where Dom Lelong mentioned it 
was to be found), was discovered in an old book- 
case of the public library of Chalons-sur-Marne. 
The new edition of Froissard exhibits the great 
progress he made in the art of composition. Two 
new pseudonyms have made their appearance in 
our literary world: Mile. Rose Didier, a signatare 
which masks M. Charles Monselet, and Mlle. Jadith 
Walter, who is Mile. Judith Gautier (Walter is the 
English of Gautier), the eldest daughter of M. Theo- 
phile Gautier. Her contributions have been trans- 
lations of Chinese poems. She is profoundly versed 
in the Chinese language and literature, and she is 
not yet twenty years old! 

MM. Mavida and Laurent continue to pursue their 
great work—a complete collection of the debates in 
French Parliaments from 1800 to 1860, which will 
form a most y+ and valuable work. M. 
Taine has given us essay on Carlyle. Messrs. 
Firmin Didot & Cie have completely terminated their 
“ Pictorial Universe” in sixty-seven octavo volumes, 
containing three thousand engravings, and which 
has been above twenty years in passing through 
the press. M. Alex. de St. Albin has in press a 
“ Life of the late Duchess de Parma.” M, C. Rein- 
wald has published his annual catalogue of all pub- 
lications which have issued from the French press 
during the last twelvemonth. Five volumes of M. 
Calvo’s collection of diplomatic papers relating to 
Latin America (Mexico, ete.) were published this 
week. We have the fourteenth volume of N; 
leon’s Correspondence. M. de Rosny has given us 
an interesting volume of studies of Asiatic geography 
and history. 

The French government has instituted a commis- 
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sion to prepare the organization of a scientific com- 
mission which is to proceed to Mexico to explore 
that empire. The commission will consist of the 
Minister of Public Instruction, Marshal Vailland, 
Baron Gros (who has been Minister to Mexico), M. 
Michel Chevalier (the author of a work on Mexico), 
Vice Admiral Jurien de la Gravitre (some time 
commander of the French naval forces off the coast 
of Mexico), MM. Boussingault (the agricultural 
chemist and traveller in Mexico), Combes, Decaisne 
(the botanist), Faye (the astronomer), De Long- 
perier, Maury (the antiquarian), Milne Edwards 
(the naturalist), De Quatrefages (the naturalist), 
Ste. Claire Deville (the chemist), De Tessan, Baron 
Larrey (a military surgeon), MM. Augrand (French 
consul-general at Guatemala) Viollet le Duc (an 
architect), C. Daly (an architect), Abbé Brasseur de 
Bourbourg (the author of a work on the Mexico of 
Montezuma), etc. Its duty will be to organize a 
scientific commission and to direct its inquiries not 
only to Mexico, but to Sonora, Guatemala, Hondu- 
ras, Yucatan, and the Isthmus of Darien—in fine, 
from the sources of the Rio del Norte and the Rio 
Colorado to the Isthmus of Darien. These inquiries 
will be turned to the geography of those regions— 
the maps we have are sadly defective—to their 
geology, of which we know little, and especially to 
their paleontology and voicanic formation and their 
mineral resources; their botany, which has been 
so imperfectly explored ; their zoology ; anthropo- 
logy ; comparative philology ; their manuscripts, if 
any; their oral traditions; their monuments; in 
fine, to enable this scientific commission to do for 
Mexico as much as the scientific commission of 
1798 did for Egypt; $40,000 have already been 


appropriated to defray the expenses of this scheme. |

The first of 
these has appeared, and contains a series of ser- 
mons on the Parable of the Sower, a discourse on 
the book of Psalms, and other productions, once 
very much admired. Mrs. Oliphant’s excellent 
life of Edward Irving (republished here by Messrs. 
Harper) has probably prepared the public mind for 
this authentic collection of the preacher’s writings. 

NaPpo.Eon’s CoRRESPONDENCE.—By an imperial de- 
cree the commission for the publication of the cor- 
respondence of Napoleon I., founded in 1854, has 
been dissolved, after having brought out fifteen 
volumes, embracing the period to the Peace of Tilsit. 
A new commission has been formed, under the 
presidency of Prince Napoleon, consisting of the 
following members; Walewski, Amédée, Thierry, 
Comte de Laborde, Sainte-Beuve, and Colonel Favé. 
Every six months a report is to be sent in to the 
Emperor on the progress of the work.— The Reader. 


Cartyte’s History or Freperic THE GREAT.— 
The fourth volume of this work has_ just ap 
in London, and will be reproduced here, as its pre- 
decessors were, by Messrs. Harper & Brothers. 
Two volumes, just published, gave the life of Frede- 
ric from his birth, in 1712, to the commencement 
of his reign, in 1740. The third volume, including 
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only four years more—June, 1740, August, 1744— 
told how he attacked Austria and conquered the 
province of Silesia from her. The new volume ad- 
vances somewhat more rapidly, for it takes in 
twelve years and a half—viz., from August, 1744, 
to March, 1757. The volume divides itself into 
three portions or books—the first, entitled “ Second 
Silesian War, Important Episode in the General 
European One: 1744—1745;” the second, “The 
Ten Years of Peace: 1745—1756;” and the third, 





“The Seven Years’ War: First Campaign: 1756 
—1757.” To the first of these are assigned 230 
pages ; to the second, or middle portion, about 260 
pages ; and to the last, which introduces us to the 
Seven Years’ War, about 120 pages. As Frederic | 
did not die until August, 1786, Mr. Carlyle has 
nearly thirty-years more of his life to write up. If} 
it has taken two volumes for less than seventeen 

years of Frederic’s reign, it would seem to require 

between three and four more to bring the biography | 
toa close. The story of the seven years’ war (1756 
—1763) cannot be briefly related. After its close | 
followed some years of peace and restoration, but | 
there will have to be told, under the year 1772, the | 
full history of the partition of Poland, by Russia, | 
Austria, and Prussia. It is possible that two vol- | 
umes more may complete the work. Mr. Carlyle’s 

style shows a great falling off in this volume. He} 
affects quaintness, but only exhibits vulgarity and | 
bad grammar in many instances. For example, | 
here is one of his incidents: “No attempt was | 
made on Biirenklau; nor, beyond the alarming of 
the Coigny-Seckendorf people, did anything occur in 
Cowhead Island—uunless it were the finis of an ugly 
bully and ruffian, who has more than once afflicted 
us ; which may be worth one word. Colonel Ment- 
zel (copper-faced colonel, originally playactor, ‘ Spy 
in Persia,’ and I know not what) had been, at the | 
seizure of Kuhkopf. a prominent man.

“Mr. Ticknor arrived here on Tuesday, accom. 
panying his friend, Nathaniel Hawthorne, Eagq., 
the author, whose health demanded change of 
scene and air. On Thursday both gentlemen called 
|} upon the writer of this obituary, who heard with 

pleasure that Mr. Hawthorne’s health already had 
improved, brief as his absence from his New Eng- 
| land home had been, and noticed that Mr. Ticknor 
looked remarkably well—apparently enjoying good 
health. That afternoon both gentlemen took a 
| drive to Point Breeze Park, in company with a 
friend, and there Mr. Ticknor first complained of 
not feeling quite well, saying that he must have 
| taken cold. On Friday morning he sent for a phy- 
sician, and did not leave his room that day. On 
Saturday his doctor considered him so much wo 
| although not dangerously iil, that he thought it 
| right to telegraph for Mr. Ticknor’s family. That 
| evening he became so much worse that a consult- 
| ing physician was called in. He was pronounced 
| to be dangerously ill, seemed fully aware of his 
| condition, and repeatedly expressed his sorrow at 
| not being able to take leave of his dear wife and 
| children. Mr. Hawthorne, who never left him from 
the time he was taken ill, held his hand at the mo- 
| ment he breathed his last, and is deeply affected by 
the severe blow which has deprived him of a friend, 
| counsellor, and man of business. Every attention 
| was paid to Mr. Ticknor at the Continental durmg 
| his illness, and his numerous friends in this city 
were constant and anxious in their inquiries. His 
son will accompany his remains to Boston this 
day. 

“Mr. Ticknor was fifty-three years old, and had 
been upwards of a quarter of a century in the pul- 
lishing business. The firm was originally Allen & 
| Ticknor, but was changed several years ago to
